WOMAN FOUND
DEAD MONDAY
IN APARTMENT

Mrs. Amold Dehn Passed
Away Suddenly Some
Time Sunday Night

Mrs. Arnold Dehn, residing for
the past four months at apartment
3, Edison Apartments, was found
liteless in ‘her room about 8:15
Monday morning. She had been
dead for several hours, apparent-
ly, as she was found fully dressed
reclining upon a couch in the liv-
ingroom of her apartment.

Mrs. Dehn was last seen alive
about’ 8 o'clock Sunday afternoon,
wiren her landlady, Mrs. Robert C.
Christie, left the building to be
absent for a short time.

Mrs, Dehn ‘was then apparently
In her usual health. When Mrs.
Christie returned” about two hours
later, the door of the Dehn apart-
ment was closed and no sound
came from within, so that the|
supposition . was that either she
had gone out, or was sleeping.
Later taps at the door brought
no ‘redponse, but  no particular
significance was glven to the mat-
ter at the time,

When Mr. and Mrs. Christie
arose Monday marning, and saw
that their neighbor's door was still
closed and that the morning paper
and otheér articles delivered had
not been taken in, they became
somewhat uneasy and after a shart
time decided to investigate, to see

if Mrs. Dehn was absent or was
in need of assistance,
Mrs.  Christie entered with her

passkey and was infinitely shocked
to see upon opening the door, Mrs
Dehn fully dressed lying on ‘the
couch, dead.

Dr. A. P. Stevenson was called
at once and the coroner was noti-
fied, the body being then re-
moved to the mortuary of Stone &
Myers.

Her relatives, her husband,
Arnold * Dehn, and sister, Mrs. A.
M. Philipson, of Tucson, Arizona,
were notified, Mr, Dehn came at
once and Mr and Mrs. Philipson,

Taxpayers In District North
of Torrance Threaten
“Tax Strike"

Possibility that the state will be
asked to take over Alondra Park,
north of Riverside-Redondo boule-
vard and just west of Gardena,
was forecast this week when the
board of supervisors were threat-
ened with a tax strike by property
owners in the park's asseéssment
distriet. The mattér is being pon-
dered by @ Supervisor John R.
Quinn, in whose district it is lo-
cated, e

Discussion as  to what  the
county could do to relleve the high
tax burdens under which sur-
rounding property owners are
struggling  followed receipt of a
communication from the Taxpay-
ers’ League of Alondra, Park,
signed by KFrank A, Matson, chair-
man, and Florence Archer, secre-
tary, ‘They find themselves pow-
erless to cope with the tax situa-

tion, the letter stated, continuing:
“The taxes on our lands have
increased 90 per cent. The mini-

mum we pay now Is between $30
and $40 an acre. Some of the
land is taxed as high as $126 an
acre,

“The land now is just what it
always has been—farm land. Some
of it is irrigated, some of it ls
not. Where there is water it rents
for $15 to, $26 an acre. Four dol-
lars is a premium where there is
no water! The owners would be
only too glad to pay a tax ac-
cording to its value, the letter
stated.

“But, when taxes are out of all
proportion to the Income from our
lands, something is wrong.

“Gentlemen, it' is with great
reluctance that we say this: Un-
less your body can find some way
to réduce our taxes in proportion
to the income value of our prop-
erty, our only alternative Is to quit
paying taxes, as banks refuse to
loan money on the land.”

Supervigor Shaw expressed a
wish that there was some way the
tract could be divided up iInto
small plots for needy families, who
gould be established thereon to
“find themselves."

BEVERLY HILLS.—By a rigid
paring of Beverly Hills hidget, the
basic municipal tax rate of 66
cents will be kept the same as last
year. At the ssme time, taxpayers
will be handed the full benefit of
an approximate 20 per cent reduc-
tion In assessed valuations, thus
effecting a 20 per cent cut in
actual taxes pald,
